A check-up a t th e Eagles’ 
hom e showed 14 q u a rt bottles of 
whiskey, 24 cartons of cigarettes, 175 
pennies and about $2.15 in silver 
missing.

the w eather m an th a t forecasted the J 
hurricane th at did so much damage 
on Sept 21. In justice to the w eath­ 
er m an the hurricane was just one 
of those storm s which did not hap- I 
j>en to travel across the usual ship- j 
ping routes.” 
The facts are. the report explains, 
th at for several days before the bur- ! 
ricane Jelly fish swarmed In Halifax j 
harbor, a place where they are rare. 
The im mediate reason was a rise of j 
IO to 15 degrees in the tem perature I 
of the harbor’s usually cold water— j 
IO degrees at the surface and 15 de- | 
grees deeper down. 
The water warmed because for ; 
more than three days before the 
hurricane, winds blew the warm At­ 
lantic ocean surface waters shore­ 
ward. 
It is concluded th a t these 
water conditions, and the jelly fish 
th at go with them , are good w arn­ 
ing of a tropical hurricane in the : 
northern waters.
